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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed in the after-final amendment dated 04/25/2007 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Specifically the applicant argues that 
the prior art of record, Maeda, Olbricht and Vankatraman do not teach or fairly suggest 
the independent claim (Claims 1 1 and 12) feature of: "wherein a computer displays a 
print acceptance screen based on page data sent from a first network printer on a 
network." The applicant argues that the print acceptance screen of Maeda is based on a 
print utility installed in the client 9, not from the www-server 10. 

The examiner reminds the client that they are required to take the broadest 
reasonable interpretation based on the claim language and that the details disclosed in 
the applicant's specification are not read into the claims. In this particular case the 
examiner reads the claim feature of: "wherein a computer displays a print acceptance 
screen based on page data sent from a first network printer on a network", not to say 
that the computer displays a print acceptance screen (like a web-page driver interface) 
which was sent from a printer on a network, because the claim only states that the print 
acceptance displays a print acceptance screen based on page data sent from a first 
network printer . The examiner instead interprets the page data to be the actual archived 
page or image data (502 of Fig 6) acquired from the www-server to which the print 
settings all pertain. (Printer comprising a server of Venkatraman (Figure 1a and 1b) in 
combination with Maeda's www-server defines the server functionality at a first network 
printer). According to this interpretation the print acceptance screen(s) is entirely based 
on the page data retrieved (pulled) from the www-server. For example, Figs 7-10 of the 
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print acceptance screen at the client all directly relate to the retrieved page data to be 
acquired and then printed, therefore it can be reasonably inferred that these print 
acceptance screens are based on the page (image) data sent from the printer/server on 
a network. The examiner suggests that the applicant change the claim language to 
clearly disclose that the print acceptance screen itself is sent from or generated at the 
first network printer.
